There has been a great deal of 
comment at Home on a_ report 
which has just been issued by the 
| Consultative Cammittee of the 
Board of Bducation on the “Educa- 
tion of the Adolescent” in ‘which is 
laid down the broad principle that 
edugation should- be regraded so 
that the primary and secondary 
stages, instead of overlapping as at 
present, shall be continuous, and 
that all normal children shall go on 
io seme form of secondary edura- 
tion, But within the secondary sys- 
tem, schools with a predominant- 
ly realistic or practical curriculum 
will stand on the same footing as 
those offering education of a more 
theoretical kind. The Committee 
naturally recommend that jn cen-' 
tral. (or, as they are to be called, 
inodern) schools a practical bias in 
the curriculum should only be in- 
troduced after careful considera- 
tion, of local economic egnditions 
and ‘upon the advieg of local cm- 
ployers and employed. But it is. 
encouraging to find, says the Mfan- 
chester Guardian: ‘Commicreial, that 
they add that the bins*“should ‘not 
‘be of so marked a.character as to 
prejudice the gener] education of 
the pupils”: for, as in times’ of

APPEAL DISMISSED. 


THE BANK NOTE case 
u 

The’ Full ean ancinbled yes- 
ster day when judgment: was-given 
in the appenl of the Hongkong'and, 
Shanghal Bank against a judgment 
delivered by Mr.‘ Justice Wood in 
respect of what hns become known 
ag the Banknote Case. It may be 
recalled that the case concerned: 
the question of payment on a bank 
‘note of $600, certain portions of 
which, including the number, wero 
pmissing. 

Sir Henry Gollan’s judgment 
was that‘the appeal ‘should be 
allowed and the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Wood reversed. Mr. 
Justice Wood’s judgment was that 

') the appea} must be dismissed with 
costs. : 

The Chief Justice said that 
Laccording to the provisions of the 
Ordinunce of 1912 the appeal 
stood to be dismissed. Mr. Eldon 
Potter, for the Bank, asked his: 
Lordship to make a stay for a fort- 
night, pending the Bank's decision 
whether thoy would appeal. to the 
Privy Council. 


The Lord Chief Justice said. in 


part: The principal question tu 
be decided in this,case is whether, 
on the facts thereof, the note sued 
upon has been materially altered

Plaintiff's Negligence. 


"There are eortain respects in 
which the facts in the present case 
differ from those in Suffell * y the 
Bank of England: - 

(1) The defendant bank's notes 
are not Jegal tender nor is’ the 
bank compellable at law to issue 
their notes as against bullion as 
is Lhe case’ with respect to the 
Banh of England. 

(2) The alteration in the pre- 
sent case was not purposely or 


found by the Judge at’ the trial 
and not questioned by her Coun- 
sel on Appeal, 

(3) In Suffell’s case the notes 
remained in circulation after ‘the 
fraudulent alteration, masquerad- 
ng as notes other than those which }. 
had been issued by. the Bank of 
England and still- pretending to be 
lezal tender and toe form part of 
the currency. In the present case 
the note sued on could not have 


after.the treatment it had received 
from the plaintiff, and no attempt 
was.in facet made to continue to use 
it as currency. 

On the facts of the ease I hold 
that on the authority of Suffell v 
the Bank af England there has 
deen an alteration’ in the business 
effect of the note in question in this 
case, and that this constitutes a 

material alteration.

’ At the end of last March, ac- 
cording to the annual report of 
the Minister of Pensions, the 
humber of persons in receipt of 
penSions or allowances amounted 
to 1,794,400. This included 25,600 
officers, 1,114 nurses, 609,500 men, 
154,000 war widows and 563,000 
children. 7 ‘ 

The total is declining from such 
causes a3 death—about 26,000 a 
year, the re-marriage of widows— 
about 4,500 a year, and the attain-

.age by children, who are disap- 
pearing from the list at the rate 
of about 61,000 a year.
